LONDON, Dec. 19.—Fear of 
“an isolated war between Brit­ 
ain and Italy/’ and of a “Euro­ 
pean conflagration” influenced 
bis aetlons as foreign minister, 
Sir Samuei Hoare told a tense 
house of commons today as he 
arose to defend his widely-at­ 
tacked proposals for peace be- 
i tween Italy and Ethiopia. 
This blunt adm ission startled the 
crowded 
house, gathered to vote 
later in the day on the question of 
confidence in the Baldwin govern­ 
m ent. 
Sir Sam uel, who resigned 
from his governm ent position last 
night, spoke from a third row bench 
as an ordinary M. P. 
W hile Sir Sam uel was speaking, 
Viscount H alifax, m inister for war, 
speaking for the governm ent in the 
house of lords on the H oare-Laval 
peace proposals, said: 
‘•These efforts tow ard peace are, 
rightly or wrongly, dead.”

REPORT COUNCIL 
WIDELY SPLIT

GENEVA. Dec. 19— Deferring any 
decision on the Paris peace for­ 
m ula until both Italy and Ethiopia 
reply, the league of nations council 
today bound the sanctions com m it­ 
tee of 18 not to enforce any fu rth er 
m easures against Italy in the m ean­ 
time. 
Following a m eeting this m orning 
held in the strictest secrecy, the 
council revealed only th a t It had 
turned the Ethiopian problem over 
to the old com m ittee of 13—the 
com m ittee of the whole council m i­ 
nus Italy as the outlawed aggressor. 
The com m ittee of 13 was given 
instructions not even to consider 
the question until Rome and Addis 
Ababa had replied to the Laval- 
Hoare proposals. 
The com m ittee of 18 is meeting 
this afternoon to consider further 
sanctions—specifically, the proposed 
oil. coal, and iron em bargoes—but 
w hatever the decision, the em b ar­ 
goes will not be put into effect until 
the 
tw'o belligerents 
answer 
the 
peace plan. 
Despite the secrecy of the coun­ 
cil, word leaked out th a t it was 
widely split over the question of 
sanctions, some members backing up 
the dem and of Prem ier Pierre Laval 
of France th a t no more punitive 
m easures be taken, and others call­ 
ing for im m ediate extension.

HOW is DADDY’S INCOME SPENT? 
Ever eager to entrap obscure and elusive facts, Secretary of Labor 
Ferkiits has devised a new survey (em ploying 4500 persons) to find out 
how7 the incom e of paterfam ilias is expended. 
Miss Perkins doubtless will learn that daddy pays out a goodly 
chunk of his stipend for food, clothing and shelter, and that, particular­ 
ly when there are offspring of high school age, fam ilies ordinarily have 
Lttle difficulty in getting rid of income. 
Miss Perkins, perhaps will be perturbed to discover that spending 
habits vary outrageously in different sectors. 
W hile fam ilies in Albany, 
N. Y„ spend for snowshoes and toboggans, fathers in Tam pa, Fla., suffer 
no such drain. 
On the other hand, W ilkes-Barre, Pa., fathers are not 
plagued by winter bathing suit bills. 
The secretary of labor m ay be surprised to see how m any ways 
there are of spending the fam ily income, but the inquiry is not w ith­ 
out an elem ent of futility. 
Father's salary is, generally speaking, money 
over the darn. 
Perhaps father w ishes that M iss Perkins, instead of a s­ 
certaining for him how his incom e is spent, would devote her official 
efforts to helping to trim down his taxes—for instance, by not conduct­ 
ing a survey like this one. 


METHODIST UNION 
After agitation covering m ost of the seventy years since the close 
of the Civil war, the three great M ethodist groups in the United States 
are to vote on a form al plan of merger. 
If it is accom plished and the 
M ethodist Episcopal Church, the M ethodist Episcopal Church South and 
the M ethodist Protestant Church become one, the newly constituted 
M ethodist Church will have a com m unicant enrollm ent in excess of 7,- 
200,000. 
Statistics reveal that there are slightly more Baptist com m unicants 
than M ethodists in the United States. 
They are not, howrever, united 
and the new M ethodist Church would be num erically second in the 
country. 
G eneral conferences of the three M ethodist organizations will vote 
or« th e m erger plan and, if they ratify it, the plan will in turn be sub­ 
m itted to the regional conferences. 
Two general conferences will meet 
n ext May, but that of the M ethodist Episcopal Church South will not be 
held until 1938. 
At least five or six years w’ould be required to com ­ 
plete the merger, but there are differences that make it im possible to 
be certain of the outcom e. 
Though their disciples and procedure vary to som e degree, there 
is no essential difference in faith am ong the three M ethodist groups, 
v h ic h had a com mon origin. 
The breach between M ethodists North 
and South grew out of the issues tin t brought on the Civil war.

HEALTH OFFICIAL 
URGES PRECAUTION 


HARRISBURG. Dec. 19,—Dr. Paul 
A. Rothfuss, deputy secretary of 
health, issued a w arning to m otor­ 
ists today of the increasing dangers I 
from carbon monoxide gas during 
th e w inter m onths. 
“Carbon monoxide continues to 
take its toll regardless of frequent j 
w arnings to m otorists.” Dr. R o th ­ 
fuss said. 
“It is significant to note 
th a t more deaths result from in ­ 
halation of this m ost common of 
the noxious gases th an from all 
other noxious gases combined. 
Eight Precautions 
“In order to avoid any possible ; 
ill effects from carbon m onoxide.! 
th e following precautions should be 
observed : 
“1. 
Never allow the car to stand

Fumes Seep Into Tonneau 
“Carbon monoxide gas. generated 
by the m otor of your autom obile, 
ordinarily passes out into the open 
air through the exhaust pipe. 
But 
inevitably, some of the gases pene­ 
trate the automobile. 
“The gas not only kills, but is 
often the cause of headaches, irri­ 
tation to th e eyes, palpitation of 
the heart and m ental dullness. 
It 
is frequently the m ajor cause of 
sleepiness while driving and u n ­ 
doubtedly has resulted in m any se­ 
rious accidents. 
“So insidious is the gas th a t an 
autom obile driver m ay be affected 
w ithout realizing it. 
A person ex­ 
posed to only two parts of carbon 
monoxide in 10,0 0 0 parts of air for 
two and a h alf to four hours may 
suffer such an im pairm ent of his 
norm al faculties as to render him 
unfit to drive. 
“Eight parts of carbon monoxide 
gas to 1 0 .000 parts of air would be 
sufficient to im pair the judgm ent of 
a driver, give him headaches and 
appreciably 
decrease 
his 
m ental 
alertness in about an hour. 
The 
effect is m ore rapid in children and 
in adults of sm all statu re and some 
individuals 
are 
more 
susceptible 
th an others.”
